Edmonton now stands at 68.9 per 
cent of its quota while on the same 
day last time the city quota, which 
was considerably lower, was ex- 
ceded, at 115.3 per cent. 

The story in the rural areas is 
similar, with the eight-day total 
standing at $733,100 from 3,626 sales, 
as compared with 5,230 sales for 
$1,120,700 at the same time during 
the last campaign.

CONTINUE PLAN 

The agreement now nearing com- 
pletion will continue these arrange- 
ments through the winter. 

The statement from the defence 
department today said: “Canadian 
paratroop training facilities at 
Camp Shilo, Man., has been some- 
what delayed because of unexpected 
difficulties in obtaining certain 
special training equipment and 
therefore it is planned that the ac- 
commodation which has been con- 
structed for the 1st Canadian Para- 
chute Battalion will be made avail- 
able to the United States during the 
winter months to carry out winter 
tests. 

“These winter tests will be con- 
ducted in co-operation with the 
Canadian Army and Department 
of Munitions. All information 
obtained by both armies will be 
made available to each other. 

“On one hand, the United States 
Army will train the equivalent num- 
ber of Canadian paratroops in the 
United States as would be trained at 
Camp Shilo in the winter months: 
while on the other hand approxi- 
mately the same number of Amfteri- 
can troops will move to Canada to

In his speech, prepared for de- 
livery over a nation-wide Mutual 
Broadcast System hookup, Knox 
summed up United States accom- 
plishments in the 10th month of 
war by saying: 

“We are producing merchant 
ships faster than the enemy can 
sink them, and he isn’t sinking them 
so fast any more, either. 

“We are producing aircraft and 
bombs and trained crews in such 
quantity that Germany no longer 
has unchallenger mastery of the 
air.” 

But he also declared: 


NOT FAST ENOUGH 

“I shall not belabor you with 
Statistics. I only say that ships and 
aircraft and trained men are com- 
ing faster and faster now, but still 
not fast enough and we have a long 
way to go to do properly our vast, 
world-wide job of patrolling, of 
escorting and of fighting on all the 
seas,” ‘ 

Knox asserted that “as the first 
year of our ordeal draws to a close 
we seem to be coming to the realiza- 
tion that strategy and military op- 
erations are a job for experts in 
possession of all the facts, and our 
ranks, 130,000,000 strong, are closing 
up behind the commander-in-chief 
and our military leaders.” 

He said that when the United 
States reflected upon its troubles, 
it might also reflect on those of 
the enemy whose “sky is not so 
rosy as the fourth winter of his 
bid for the world sets in.” 


To correct any impression that 
he might sound too optimistic, Knox 
said “We have a long and agoniz- 
ing road ahead of us, and the price 
in blood and treasure will be stag- 
gering.” 

He said that in the fiscal year 
1941-1942, the United States com- 
pleted about half as many combat- 
ant ships as in the previous 10 
years and that now, “bit by bit 
American men and American ma- 
terial are piling up in front of the 
enemy.” 


SLOW, HARD TASK 


“It has been slow, even discour- 
aging at times,” he said. “The 
distances are enormous and the 
problems infinite. 

“There has never been enough 
of anything anywhere, 

“The submarines have taken an 
awful toll of precious merchant 
ships and seamen. We have lost 
some proud fighting ships. The 
enemies have pushed us back to 
the waters of Australia and the 
banks of the Volga. 

“But the picture 
now.” 

“We have more than 500,000 
men overseas and millions more 
in training. It is the best trained 
—and that takes time—and the 
best fighting force in our his- 
tory. 

“Naval personnel has more than 
doubled and we have a far larger 
and more powerful navy measured 
in tonnage, air power, fire power or 
anything else than the day before

MIGHT BRING UPRISING 


As Forte points out, overthrow 
of the Fascist regime by revglu- 
tion would hardly be possible at 
this time because of strict political 
control and lack of organization, 
An allied invasion, however, might 
lead to a spontaneous uprising. 

Although their press is rigidly 
controlled and the news they get 
is distorted, the Italian people prob- 
ably have been influenced to some 
extent by allied propaganda over 
the radio, 

Whether or not it was intended 
as propaganda, Washington's action 
in freeing Italians in America from 
the status of enemy aliens must 
have caused considerable reaction 
in Italy. 


Italians could not fail to grasp 
the implication that the United 
States regards them less as 
enemies than as unfortunate sub- 
jects of an occupied country. The 
news was not pririted in the Ital- 
ian press, but it was beamed to 
the people by radio and must 
have spread everywhere by word 
of mouth, 


Another and apparently effect- 
ive bit of propaganda reaching the 
Italian people is a weekly broad- 
cast in Italian by Mayor Fiorello 
H, LaGuardia of New York, who is 
of Italian parentage and well 
known in Italy. The fact that his 
talks are being heard was indicated 
today by a violent diatribe against 
him by the official Italian news 
agency, 

LaGuardia is urging the Italians 
in vehement language to revolt 
against the Nazi masters who are 
taking their food and against the 
Fascist regime which caused all 
their woes.

No person ever felt sorry because, in- 
stead of spending money for something he 
could get along without, he used it to buy 
a Dominion bond.

The Solomons 


In Canada, as in the United States and 
probably also in Britain, the military 
power of Japan was underestimated. We 
have had plenty of reason to correct that 
terrible misconception. But there is no 
cause to go to the other extreme now and 
overrate the Japanese strength. 

The “showdown” in the Solomon is- 
lands invites such a reaction. The United 
States forces there are engaged in the 
hardest battle they have yet had to fight, 
outside the Philippines. Japanese Sea, air 
and land forces have been massed in the 
attempt to regain control of Gaudalcanal 
island and to rout the Allies out of. the 
Solomons. They might conceivably accom- 
plish that, though they are not likely to. 

The losses on both sides have been 
heavy, and may be far heavier. For the 
high command at Tokyo have no need to 
count the Japanese dead, and understand 
fully the importance of recovering that 
strategic position. The island is an ad- 
vanced base from which Allied bombers 
have been hammering Japanese positions 
far to the north, while it flanks-the Jap 
foot-hold on New Guinea. Should this van- 
tage point be lost, one of the outer defences 
of Australia will have fallen—but the 
Japanese sea power and air power will be 
less than it was a month ago. 

And however the fight in the Solomons 
may go, it will not end the war. Japan is 
strong; but it is not invulnerable. It can be 
beaten, and will be, absolutely and com- 
pletely. It is in fact less formidable now 
than it was last December, while the Allied 
strength in the Pacific is mounting stead- 
ily, despite losses.

Mr. Willkie Reports 


Mr. Wendell Willkie has made his radio 
“report” to the people of the United States 
on the impressions he gathered during his 
flying trip around the world, Canadians 
of course were privileged to listen in, and 
equally as a matter of course did so no 
doubt very generally. 

By way of recommendations for im- 
mediate action Mr. Willkie repeated his 
call for a “second front” in Europe, and 
added a hope that an all-out attack will 
be made shortly on the Japanese in Burma. 

The first proposal is already being 
carried out. The “second front’ opened 
last Saturday, with the offensive in Egypt 
synchronised with devastating air attacks 
on northern Italy. The drive against Bur- 
ma has been clearly forecast by General 
Wavell and obviously awaits the comple- 
tion of preparations and the end of the 
rainy season. Mr. Willkie has the satis- 
faction therefore of knowing that his 
thoughts and those of the Allied military 
leaders have been running along the same 
lines. 

So far as the “report” expresses or 
implies criticism of the policies and the 
accomplishments of the Government of 
the United States it is properly a subject 
for comment only by the people of that 
country. Whether, as has been suggested, 
this has any political bearing, is not a mat- 
ter for outsiders, 

Canadians will be interested, and will 
agree in the view that the colonial ‘pos- 
sessions’ of Britain are “remnants” of an 
Empire set-up that is passing away as 
colonies develope into self-governing do- 
minions. That order has been passing for 
many years. The change was under way 
long before the British North America 
Act made Canada a pattern toward which 
the course of evolution should. move. The 
change has been slow, of necessity, in some 
parts of the world. But it has been going 
on continuously, and will continue to go 
on, for self-government is the accepted 
goal of every “fragment” of the Empire. 

India, for whose “independence” Mr. 
Willkie thinks the United States should 
take a more positive official stand, is one 
of the “colonies” where the evolution has 
been slow. The reasons for that are to be 
found in India, rather than in Britain. For 
had India been “independent” when this 
war began, India would now be under 
Japanese domination, Its resources of men 
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Mr. Laval’s Last Fading Hope 


and materials would be under the disci- 
pline and direction of the Axis. Japanese 
warships based in Ceylon would now block 
the Indian ocean route to Australia. In 
all probability the route through Iran by 
which United States munitions now reach 
Russia would be closed, and Japanese 
forces would stand in the rear of the Ailied 
forces in the Near East. The will to self- 
defense is the only possible basis for self- 
government in the world of today. That 
will is renounced and denounced by the 
most numerous faction in India. 

Perhaps there will be a better world- 
order when the lessons of this war have 
been translated into a new and actually 
functioning system of collective security. 
It isto be hoped so. Without such a sys- 
tem, to hasten the erection of colonies— 
British or any other colonies—into Self- 
governing dominions or “independént” 
states would only be to ear-mark them as 
easy prey for future Hitlers and Musso- 
linis and Tojos. 

If the Atlantic Charter is to be applied 
all over the world and is to be anything 
but a charter of illusion, it will have to be 
backed by the military might of the Allied 
Nations. That no doubt is what Mr. Willkie 
had in mind when he said “We must win 
the peace.”

saw fit until the meeting of tne Council. This 
ordinance has been continued in force to the pre- 
sent time, and its provisions are those under 
which the present executive assumes authority to 
expend without vote of the assembly, both the 
comparatively small amount derived from the 
Territories under authority of the Assembly and 
the larger amount (in the neighborhood of $300,000) 
which Parliament voted at its late session to be 
expended for the first time under the express 
control of the Assembly.

| Vichy Dictator Pins His 
Faith On New Labor 
| Draft

| The Vichy government's re- 
cently decreed Jabor act, authoriz- 
| ing the conscription of Frenchmen 
| to work in German muntions fac- 
tories, is probabiy Pierre Laval's 
| last despairing vid to hold power. 
It certainly is his final attempt to 
deliver to the Nazis the goods he 
promised them when he resumed 
office five months ago. 


Lava! came into power in April 
as the result of a German ulti- 
matum to Vichy for “complete 
collaboration.” 

Even then the Germans were 
fanxious that skilled French me- 
chanics who were idle or at work 
outside their regular occupations 
should be made available for Ger- 
man war industries The Nazi ulti- 


matum precipitated a_ crisis at) 
Vichy. Some of Marshal Henri 
Petain’s collaborators, notably his 
cabinet chief, the Royalist Du} 


Moulin de la Barthete, advocated 
rejecting the German note. 

But as in the case of Berlin’s 
demand for the removal of Gen- 
eral Maxime Weygand as Gover- 
nor-General of North Africa in| 
November, the ecighty-five-year-old | 
Petain yielded. In neither case is 
it exactly clear what means of pres- 
sure the Nazis used, but presum- 
ably these included threats to cease 
shipments of food to the un- 
occupied zone, total suspension of) 
traffic between the two zones, more 
severe treatment for French war 
prisoners and possibly military oc- 
cupation of all France. 


Big Chance 


Laval returned to office after an 
absence of sixteen months with} 
greater power than ever, as he 
was made chief of government. 
Petain, however, conferred direct 
command over the French Army 
and Navy on Admiral Jean Darlan. 

Nevertheless, Laval, author of 
the “Montoire Policy”, now had the 
chance to make good his boast that 
he could succeed where Darlan 
failed—namely, in making collab- 
oration work.

Harvest Labor © 
Plan Success 


The plan whereby harvest labor | 
was moved from Eastern Canada | 
to Alberta to assist with the crop 
can, on the whole, be considered 
a@ success despite some criticism 
of the project, Hon. DO. Bruce 


MacMillan, provincial minister of 
agriculture, statea Wednesday in 
a letter to Hon. Humphrey Mitch- 
ell, Dominion minister of labor. 

Hon. Mr. MacMillan sent the 
communication to the federal min- 
ister owing to the fact “it had been 
brought to my attention that there; 
had been some criticism of the plan 
whereby your department supplied 
help to provinces of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan to assist in the har- 
vesting of the crop.” 

The Alberta minister points out 
that the 2,000 farm laborers sent to 
Alberta have materially assisted in 
threshing the crop. 

With reference to the claim that 
some men were inexperienced in 
western farming methods, Hon. Mr. 
MacMillan states: 

“Harvesting was well underway | 
when the labor arrived. Had the 
men come earlier, and had they 
been engaged in stooking, they 
would have become accustom- 
ed more gradually to the heavy 
manual labor which is required 
during the threshing period.” 

The minister points out that not 

more than 10 per cent of the har- 
vesters were unable to do the work. 
“This being the case, I feel that the 
enterprise, on the whole, could be 
considered a success, and we very 
much appreciate the service which 
has been rendered in this province,” 
he states,

the question of providing the re- 
quired fuel in the cheapest manner 
possible is important 

The oil controller has two ways 
to save exchange. One is to import 
crude oil only for refining here, and 
the other is to encourage Canadian 


production. 
As to potential oil fields across 
Canada, Mr. Ball stated that oil 


producing rock formations can be 
found only on a small scale in New 
Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, 
along the south shore of the St. 
Lawrence, and in northwestern On- 
tario and in larger quantities in the 
prairie provinces, especially in Al- 
berta and immediately north. 

Western Ontario fields have de 
clined in production since 1900, and 
those of eastern Canada are only 
| potentialities. The Turner Valley 
field at present is yielding about 
| 96 per cent of Canada’s annual pro- 
duction but is expected to start 
declining soon. 


NEW WELLS 

It is estimated that $8,000,000 for 
| 40 new wells will be required within 
a few months if the Valley field is 
to maintain present production 
rates, Mr. Ball stated. 

Newly developed fields in Alberta 
are the Moose Dome area, west of

the Turner Valley field, and the 
Athabasca oil sands in Northern

The 
big problem in this and other oil 
businesses across Canada is to get

Wendel L. Willkie, dynamic 
out-of-power political leader, 
who visited Edmonton 
couple of weeks ago, touched | 
a fuse to quite a bundle of 
controversial dynamite in his 
report to the nation the other | 
evening. 

As the special representative 
of President Roosevelt on his 
world “fact-finding” tour it might 
have been expected that Willkie 
would have said few things in 
public that conflicted directly 
with recent public utterances of 
the Commander-in-Chief. 

There were several statements 


in the Willkie address that seemed 
to contradict what the president 
said on previous occasions, but the 
outstanding ¢:fference was on the 
question of criticism of the military 
leadership. 


*-* 


Mr. Roosevelt, in his last address, | 
was strongly critical of those he 
termed “typewriter strategists”, 
whom he charged with publishing 
views about now the war should be 
fought without having possession of 
all the facts. 

Mr. Willkie seemed to be on the 
very opposite track in his speech 
Monday night when he asserted 
“the whiplash of public opinion is 
needed to stimulate decisions by 
military commanders.” 

Fundamentally the contention 
of President Roosevelt is 100 per 
cent correct. Only the expert 
plumber or te expert electrician 
are competent to deal with 
plumbing or electrical problems. 
The commanding officers of the 
army, navy and air forces are, 
in theory at least, the experts in 
the departments of warfare in 
which they have specialized. 

But two highly important revela- 
tions have ben made at great cost 
to the Allied cause in this war to 
date. 


** « 


First has been the revelation that 
many leading “strategists” on the 
Allied side were wholly unpre- 
pared to fight the kind of war the 
Nazis unleashed on the world in 
1939, The breath-taking advance of | 
technology, in particular in depart- 
ments relating to the airplane, had 
not been taken into account by sev- 
eral military chiefs, whose prestige 
was particularly high at the start of 
the present conflict. 

Attertion of the public has | 
often been drawn to the fact that 
certain high officers have re- 
tained their commands long after 
the battlefields have given evi- 
dence of their failure to grasp 
the implications of the new 
weapons, 

Then again there has been much 
evidence to support the contention 
of Mr. Willkie that the Allies lack 
a master plan of strategy for vic- 
tory. 


It is to be hoped that the Willkie 
speech will speed action to finally 
remedy what may still be weak- 
nesses in the strategy of the
